Proposed by laws 


Eagle Point Historical Society 


By-Laws 
This organization is incorporated as a “not-for-profit” 
entity under the laws of the State of Oregon and is known as 
the Eagle Point Historical Society, Inc. 
Mission: The preservation of history with a primary 
focus on Eagle Point, Oregon and the surrounding area. 


Article I- Office 
The principle office of the Eagle Point Historical 
Society is located at 301 No. Royal Ave., Eagle Point, Ore- 
gon, 97524. 


Article H- Membership 

Voting members. Members become voting members 
30 days after their membership becomes effective. Voting 
members must be eighteen years of age (18) or older, whose 
dues are current, to be entitled to vote on matters that come 
before the general membership at the annual general member- 
ship meeting. 

Membership fees to be determined at the annual 
meeting upon recommendation of the Board of Directors. 

Classes of membership: 

Single 

Husband and wife or Couple— Each person has one 

vote. plains — 

Business- Designee shall have one vote. 

Lifetime- Can be a membership of one person or of a 

husband and wife or couple. Each person is entitled 

to one vote. 

The Board of Directors may designate other classes 
of membership, 

Dues will come due as follows: Those joining be- 
tween Jan. 1 and June 30- due Jan. 1 of the following year. 
Those joining between July 1 and Dec. 31 will come due July 
1 of the following year. 


Article III- Meetings 

All meetings shall be in accord with Oregon Public 
Meetings laws and in accord with regulations of the State of 
Oregon for non-profit organizations, Oregon Revised Stat- 
utes, Chapter 65. Roberts Rules of Order will be the final au- 
thority for procedure. 

Regular meetings- Meetings of the Board of Direc- 
tors will be held once a month. 

Special and/or emergency meetings--May be called 
by the President or a majority of the Board of Directors. 

Annual general membership meeting-will be held in 
June beginning in 2006 at a place to be determined not less 
than 30 days prior to the meeting. 

Quorum-A quorum at the annual general member- 
ship meeting will be a majority of the Board of Directors and 
those others in attendance who are qualified to vote as out- 
lined in Article IJ- Membership. 
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Article IV- Board of Directors 

There will be seven members of the Board of Direc- 
tors. They will be elected by the general membership at the 
annual general membership meeting. A board member must 
be eighteen (18) years of age or older and be entitled to vote. 

Board members will be elected for three-year terms. 
The rotation beginning in the year 2005 shall be as follows: 

Two members in 2005 

Two members in 2006 

Three members in 2007 

Process for nomination and election: Members will 
be notified and an application will be available not later than 
90 days prior to the annual general membership meeting of 
vacancies on the board of directors. The application deadline 
will be 60 days prior to the annual general membership meet- 
ing with members notified of the candidates not later than 30 
days prior to the annual general membership meeting. 

Ballots will be mailed to the membership list. Voting 
may be done by returning the ballot either in person at the 
annual general membership meeting or by mail. Those ballots 
that are mailed must be received by the Eagle Point Historical 
Society prior to the annual general membership meeting. 

A board member will be dismissed for failure to 
attend three consecutive meetings without valid reason and 
without advance notice to an officer that he or she will be 
unable to attend. 

A vacancy on the Board of Directors will be filled by 
the board of directors for the un-expired portion of the term. 


Article V- Officers 
Officers of the board of directors will consist of: 
President 
Vice President 
Secretary 
Treasurer 


Duties of officers: 

President- Shall preside at all meetings of the Eagle 
Point Historical Society, Inc. 

Vice-President- Performs duties of president when 
president is absent or otherwise unable to perform the duties. 

Secretary- Shall keep legible records of all meetings 
as part of the permanent records of the corporation and have 
them for members of the Board of Directors prior to each 
meeting. Shall be responsible for any correspondence as re- 
quired and/or requested by the Board of Directors. 

Treasurer- Shall be responsible for financial re- 
cords. This includes making timely disbursements and depos- 
its. Shall report the financial records to the Board of Directors 
at each regular meeting and at the annual general membership 
meeting. 

Any officer may be removed from office by a major- 
ity vote of the membership or board of directors, when it is

deemed to be in the best interest of the organization. 


Article VI-Finance 
Disbursements will be made by check with two (2) 
board signatures required. 
The fiscal year for the corporation will end June 30 
of each year. 


Article VII- Committees 
Committees may be appointed by the president sub- 
ject to confirmation or rejection by the Board of Directors. 
The president is the ex-officio member of all committees. 
There cannot be a majority (quorum) of the board member- 
ship on any one committee. 


Article VIII- Dissolution 

The corporation will use its funds only to accomplish 
its mission and purposes as specified in the by-laws. No funds 
may be disbursed to the personal gain of the board or mem- 
bers. Should the corporation dissolve, the inventory and funds 
would go as designated by the Board of Directors to city of 
Eagle Point or a non-profit organization having tax-exempt 
status as designated by the U.S. Internal Revenue Service. 


Article IX- Amendments 
The bylaws of the Eagle Point historical Society, Inc. 
may be amended at the annual general membership meeting 
after providing 30 days notice to the general membership.

The tour contains the 
history, reconstruction and presentday condition of the 
old house. Many historic and present day photos are contained in 
the presentation. Once the project is completed, it will be avail- 
able for sale in one of several forms. It will be either a Power 
Point presentation, or a DVD movie. The CD’s will be in differ- 
ent forms also, to accommodate different computer configura- 
tions.
